Robert E. Ralston, from the council 
seat in the fourth ward, was the 
autstanding feature of the council 
meeting last night. The resignation 
same as a surprise, being presented 
in a letter to the council under com- 
munications. 
All tho members of 


council gave expressions of regret for 
uis leaving and paid tribute to his 
business judgment and personality. 
The resignation was accepted by the 
eight remaining members of the 
souncil, Ralston not voting. 
President Scott declared the seat 
vacant and asked City Solicitor Ran- 
iolph if the election of W. H. Parr 
ro the seat two weeks ago was legal. 
Randolph stated 
that it was his 


opinion that it was not. Council then 
went through the formality of elect- 
ing him again. He was elected to 
^he office unanimously, Councilmen 
Redman and Riggs not voting. 
Parr was in the audience and was 
jailed to his seat by the president 
ind sworn in by Solicitor Randolph 
He took the seat. In a short state 
rnent he refuted the charges that he 
was opposed to labor organizations 
saying that it was a political lie, am 
stated that he would serve the cit\ 
to the best of hi? ability.

IS RELEASED 


Hamilton Authorities Set 


Hartzell Free Without 
Bond Pending Further- 
Investigation. 


Hamilton, O., Jan. 17.—A. Loren 


Hartzell of Anderson, Ind., remained 
here today, released on his own rec- 
ognizance, awaiting action of the 
grand jury as regards a charge 
against him of manslaughter for the 
allowed killing of Leland Carl Catt 
of Newark, Thursday night near 
here. Following an inquest Coroner 
Edward Cook termed the shooting 
justifiable homicide. 


Catt was shot when he "leaped upon 
the running board of Hartzell's au- 
tomobile in an attempted holdup, ac- 
cording to tho police. 
Interest today centered upon at- 


tempts to solve the holdup and slay- 
ing of Arthur E. Conery, automobile 
salesman of Columbus, July 24. 


Investigation 
was revived 
when 
authorities, found evidence that at 
least one of the four men, possibly 
Catt involved in the attempted hold- 
up of Hartzell. might have been in- 
volved in the Conery case.
